The Ohio men came 
for the purpose of closing down the 
Boggs Run mine, the only railroad 
mine in the Wheeling district now 
being operated.

Bogrrs Run joins the strike, and 200 
more from Barton, Maynan! and Pas- 
coe, other mining communities in east- 
ern Ohio, are to join the Wheeling 
Creek men now at Boggs Run 
The 


men from the mining towns along the 
Wheeling and Lake Rrie have also an- 
nounced their willingness to partici- 
pate in this demonstration, which may 
last several days. With the West Vir- 
ginia strikers gathering at Bogga Run, 
there are now about 400 men there. 


In the face of this showing of force 


the 100 Hoggs Run miners did not 
show front.

Vf e 
Will allow them three children apiece. 
We will give to each of these children 
two—a large allowance, it u true. They 
we have for each married couple, fcr 
the Ural generation. 8 descendants; for 
tno second. 6; for the thud, 13, for the 
fourth, 34; for tbe fifth, 48; for the 
sixth, 96; for tbe seventh, 193; for the 
eighth, 384; for tbe ninth and the pres- 
ent generation, 768, and for tbe orig- 
inal 30 married couples, 15,860.

would not only enhance th« valae f~ 
every man's property, 
but 
would, 


through the increased circulation of 
money, give to trade every opportunity 
to grow and prosper. Such a plan as 
this weald tntail no taxation upon the 
people, but rest enbre'y upon its own 
[(laudation, the government to create a 
labor bnreau and tbe president to cp- 
point a -ecretary of labor, who under 
tbe direction of ccnirress and the presi- 
dent conld isene legal tender inocey, 
gocd for all debts, public and private, 
and redeemable' in like money whon 
presented to be exchanged after being 
worn or mutilated. 


This fnnd should be known as public 


improvement monty acd should be ex- 
pended under the direction of the secre- 
tary of labor upon public improvements 
in every section of the conutry where 
idle men urn without work, paying 
for snob labor at eight bcnrs per day 
the average wages paid to labcrers in 
the other industrial trades. That the 
United States government has the con- 
stitntional power to inaaguralo gnoh a 
plan there certainly can be no question. 
For tho whole power to create money 
rests with tho government, which iu its 
»is«3 oxercii-e nnder ihe public improve 
meet plau thonld receive the pat no tic 
approval of every loyal citizen. 


It would be cheaper for the govern 


nieut to provide work for the unem- 
ployed than to feed large standing 
armies to keep them in subjection. For 
it is well known that this army of un- 
employed that is daily increasing is 
composed of desperate, hnugry men, 
who are not cnly a standing menace to 
the ppace of tbo country, not ripe nnti 
rcndy at any tiae to itfart a revolution, 
the horrors cf which can cnly be mena- 
un.d by the desperation cf men whose 
only alternative is to die starving cr to 
tlie fighting. 


For the go%ernment to calmly look 


on and watch its people slowly staive 
cr to stand ready lo shoot them down i; 
perchanca they would not die peacea 
bly, while holding the means and pow 
cr to set them to work that they could 
male an honrst living as law abiding 
citizens, v>ould not only be a critao, bo* 
an ingratitude unworthy a goTernmtn

All othe,- makeshifts will mis- 
carry and prolong the widespread dis- 
tress and discontent now throughout tho 
ccnntry. A government public improve- 
ment system would give to the people 
every advantage of better public roads, 
finer pchoolhouses, larger public build- 
ings and lieuntiful government parks, 
with government railroads traversing 
tho entire country that would be built 
upon the plan of tho latest improve- 
ments in architectural engineering skill 
and workmanship. 
The busy employ-

per pound, and if stemmed at »2.50 
per pound. Under tbe late law the 
rates were sl.60 and »2 25 respective- 
ly. On other tobacco and snuff tbe 
new duty is 55 cents per pound, 
against 40 cents on tobacco and 50 
cents on snuft under the late law. 


That onr tobacco growers can do 


very well without protection if they 
will confine themselves to the kinds 
and grades tbey can produce to the 
best advantage and that the most of 
them are not benefitted at all by pro- 
tection is shown by tbe fact tbat 
more than half their product is ex- 
torted and sold in open competition 
with all the world. 


In 1890 they produced 401,500,000 


pounds, round figures, of *bieh 287,- 
00,000 pounds, or 58* per cent, was 
ported. Tbe same year we 1m- 


jorted less than 33,000,000 pounds of 
nmanufaotnred tobacco and about 
00,000 pounds in cigars, cheroots, 
to. These facts sbow tbat tbe av- 
erage tobacco grower is no more pro- 
tected by tbe tariff than the average 
cotton grower would have been by 
the duty of 20 per cent, on raw cot- 
ton, which tbe senate agreed to, but 
which the 
conference committee 


threw out. 


And what has been said regarding 


tobacco is not less true ot the agri 
cultural schedule generally. 
The 


da ties, which the Dlngley bill raises 


wkere be ha* tu eoiupet* against tba 
farmers of ill the world. The du- 
ties do tot help him get a cent uore 
IB the home market thaa be wucld 
get If a)i his products were on tbe 
treeliit. 


The real benefiilarlei of protection 


understand this perfectly. They aad 
their aito'oeys have set to work de- 
liberately to deeeiva the farmer*. 
At their UstigatlOB hlgtt duties have 
been put on farm product* so tbat U 
ue complains tbat the tariff forces 
him to pay exorbitant prices for 
manufactures tbey can point to tbe 
agricultural schedule and the sugar, 
tobacoo, wool aad coarse fiber sched- 
ule* and say that ha has no right to 
complain, because be too has high 
duties on products which, if im- 
ported, would compete with his own. 


They assume that he is not intelli- 


gent enough to see tbat he is not and 
cannot be protected, because be 
regularly produces a Targe surplus, 
which determines the price of his en- 
tin product. And they trust to 
some lucky accident, such as short 
crops 
and extraordinary demand 


abroad, just at the time when they 
put up the duties on agricultural 
products to assist them in carrying 
out the confidence game. 


It is ben that the real iniquity of 


tbe schedules apparently affecting 
agriculture comes in. It is in the 
fact tbat these schedules an con- 
trived to fool the farmer and bold 
him still while tbe real proteotee 
rifles Ms pockets with government 
assistance. Curiously enough, eome 
of the other victims of protectionist 
deception have recently been expos- 
ing the necessary injustice of the 
protective system to the farmer. 
But this is a mutter of sufficient in- 
terest to merit special attention in 
another article. It will be very in- 
structive to farmers to hear what 
the other victims have to say.—Chi' 
tago Chronicle.

The expenditures of the govern- 


ment for July wen §50,100,908, an 
increase of over 18,000,000 over the 
expenditures of July, 1896. This is 
about 110,000,000 more than In any 
July since the war. Commenting on 
this fact the New York Journal of 
Commerce says: 


"Tbe friends of the new revenue 


bill claim that when importations 
made in anticipation of it are out of 
the way it will yield «225,000,000 a 
year; it we add to tbat 1160,000,000 
from internal re venue and 125,000,000 
from miscellaneous sources, we have 
a revenue of 1410,000,000, which 
is still 19,000,000 less tban tbe ex- 
penditures for the year if those of 
July bear as large a ratio to the ex- 
penditures ot the entire year as they 
have at any time in seven years. If 
tbe July expenditures bear an aver- 
age ratio to tbe expenses of tbe full 
year there would be a deficit of fifty- 
two million dollars after the new 
tariff law had yielded tbe largest 
amount any champion 
of it has

As this is 
considerably larger than the internal 
revenue of any recent year, except

The value of a dollar, 
Whether it is gold, silver, greenback, 
Sherman note ot silver certificate, has 
been nearly doubled by tha monometal- 
lic policy of the present and previous 
administrations, the debtor, instead of 
trying to pay bis debts in "50 cent 
dollars, is obliged to pay in dollars 
worth 200 cents apiece.

f urn*. O»e bold N«-w Euglauder says 
Of water, "I daru not preferre this 
before good beere, but tiny man 
would choose it before bad buere, 
wheay or buttermilk." 


Water drmtoug was held in spe- 


cial abhorrence in Virginia, for the 
notion arose that the great mortal- 
ity among the early immigrants was 
caused by tba enforced use of water 
at that time during the scarcity of 
beer. The assembly in 1623 recom- 
mended all newcomers to bring a 
plentiful supply of malt, to be used 
la brewing, and thus not be forced 
to drink water ''rill the body became 
hardened." Earlier still, in 1609, in 
tbe "true and sincere declaration," 


snad by tbe governor and council, 


brewers were asked for. 


Soon barley and hops were plen- 


tifully grown in Virginia, and it be- 
came no longer necessary to import 
beer from England. In 1652 George 
Fletcher obtained a monopoly in 
Virginia for 14 years of brewing in 
wooden vessels. Whether this affect- 
ed the progress of brewing I do not 
know.but soon it gradually declined, 
as did the cultivation of barley. 


The Virginia planters quickly dis- 


covered the adaptability of the per- 
einmon for beer by making and 


ikiB^ cakes of the fruit and then 


brewing from these cakes. They 
brewed beer from dried Indian corn, 
from potatoes, from pumpkins, from 
bran and molasses and from greea 
stocks of maize chopped and mashed. 
They planted the Jerusalem arti- 
choke like barley, -to be used in 
brewing and distilling. The royal 
manuscript commission gives the 
project of a chemist mamed Kussell 
who for £1,000 paid by tbe Virginia 
company agreed to demonstrate the 
making of wine or beer from the 
sassafras tree. So there was no lack- 
ing for materials for brewing. 


New Englanders did not long con- 


tinue in a beerless state. They im- 
ported malt and learned how to 
make beer from Indian corn and 
quickly learned to cheat in brewing, 
using coarse molasses. In 1634 an 
ale quart of beer cost a penny at ac 
ordinary, and a landlord could be 
fined i$ fc^charged a higher price or 
Shis heerwasof alow standard. 
Tavern keepers also were enjoined 
to sell no more than a quart of beer 
out of meal times. This wag to pre- 
vent "bye drinking." — Chicago 
Kews. 


Tlf«r KmttiBC In ludi*. 


"After Big Game In Africa and 


India" is tbe title of a paper by H. 
W. Seton-Karr in The Century. The 
author was the guest of aa Indian 
prince, and he hunted from the back 
of an elephant. He says: 


With regard to tigers, the expec- 


tation of the auiiual's appearance, 
ttio waiting and watching during 
the brief period of the beat, Jtcrtned 
the most interesting and stirring 
part of the performance. The trans- 
verse rush of a tiger, scaring the 
elephants and throwing the whole 
line into confusion, is one of the fin- 
est sights iu India. Some fell at the 
first volley, fired at from two or 
more of the howdahs simultaneous- 
ly. One only fell to a single shot, 
stone dead. Some escaped, wound- 
ed, into a neighboring patch of jun- 
gle, and most of these charged and 
"got home" upon some elephant, 
springing in every case upon tbe 
animal's forehead acd being tossed 
off and shot while on the ground. 
Although tigers have been known 
to climb into the howdah. the dan- 
ger to human life in this method of 
tiger shooting is very small. There 
were elephants of various ages and 
sizes in the beating line, .mil during 
the uproar that ensued when a tiger 
came close some of the younger ones 
exhibited their fear by the oddest 
sounds—shrill squeaks and shrieks 
that seemed quite disproportionate 
issuing from so large an animal. 
When a tiger snccceded in breaking 
through, tbe hue had to retire, re- 
form and begin again.

strange disks flitting and jumping a boat 
in tbe eye water. It has ueen my privi- 
lege to watch these organisms for sev- 
eral years, flitting about in tbe eye 
water, jumping toward each other again 
in strife and combat, in the which the 
water would become comparatively 
clear of amcebiform organisms, only to 
be again full of micrococci and the com- 
bats as above. 


Tbe various shapes of these animal- 


culae are surprising. 
ome are attenu- 


ated, with fine filaments. Again, others 
are like wee bite of fine porcelain, with 
little projections, reminding cue of 
turtles hopping about. Again, others 
present tbe appearance of Cyclops and 
daphne. 


How these organisms get into the eya 


water is a mystery — perhaps in the 
water we drink or foods we eat, eitbcr 
or both. The fact that tba eye water is 
inhabited, like all other bodies of water, 
is a truth tbat can be proved positively, 
beyond peradventnre, by any oculist 
when he may extract a diseased eye 
and place the fluid tinder tbe glass. 


May not the accumulation of these 


organisms in the eye water, their rapid 
growth and the survival of tbe fittest 
or strongest be tbu cause of much blind- 
neat, wherein may be casts, coagulation 
of the eye water, so called paralysis of 
the optic nerve, cataracts and other 
forms of disease? 


May net numerous headaches and 


other pains be caused by tbe overac- 
cuniclatiou or growth of these minute 
OTRamams, in which they stop the cir- 
culation of the active principle of life 
fa the arterial circulation or the nerv- 
ous forces? The same organisms are seen 
when looking upon drawing paper.— 
William W. Goodrich in New York
